1922, Howard Carter 
(1873- 


1939) stood breathless at the 
top of H flight of 16 steps 
in" the Valley of the Kings, 
a valley in which many of 
lhe a n c i c n I pharaolis of 
Egypt had hidden t h e i r 
tombs. 


Most of these tombs had 


been opened during the last 
30 centuries by bandits and 
conquerors who carried away 
their contents, but the grave 
Cartel' found was still sealed. 
It was the. tomb of Tutank- 
hamen, who r e i g n e d in 
Egypt 3200 years ago. Its 
discovery made Carter the 
world's most famous arche- 
ologist. 


Tutankhamen's tomb was 


the first one found intact. •

within yards of the buried 
flight o'f stairs that led to 
the burial chambers under 
many feet of desert sand. 


After finding the s t e p s , 


Carter, a native of Norfolk, 
England, 
telegraphed 
h i s 


patron, the Earl of Carnar- 
von, and waited for Carnar- 
von to come to Egypt be- 
fore 
breaking the tomb's 


seal. 


Carnarvon stood I) e h i n d 


Carter as the archeologisl 
first looked inside. "Is there 
anything there?" Lord Car- 
narvon asked, and C a r t e r 
replied, "There are marvels 
here."

Carter himself was 
G6 when he died, and John

84. He was the last survivor.

Colorado's Worry 


The Denver Post is seriously concerned 


over what it describes as the sagging 
morale at various levels of public educa- 
tion in Colorado.

The gov ernor p ressed the 
attorney general regarding 
p lans for the use of troop s, 
but added that he had an 
obligation as attorney gen­ 
eral to enforce the mandate 
of the courts. 
On the whole, the attorney 
general did not charm Gov ­ 
ernor Wallace as much as 
he charmed some of the oth­

The morning of Nov. 
I. 
m2, Howard Carter il8 7;i- 
19.391 stood breathless at the 
top of a flight of 16 step s 
in the Valley of the Kings, 
a v alley in which many of 
the a n c i e n t p haraohs «»f 
Egy p t had hidden t h e i r 
tombs. 
.Alost of these tombs had 
Im’cu o|>ened during the last 
.30 centuries by bandits and 
conquerot s who carried awav 
their contents, but the grav e 
Carter found was still .sealed. 
It was the tomb of Tutank­ 
hamen, who r e i g n e d in 
Egy p t .3200 y ears ago. Its 
discov ery made Carter tliy 
world’s most famous arche- 
ologist. 
Tutankhamen’s tomb was 
the first one found intact. 
Its contents gav e Egy p tolo- 
g i s t s 
much 
information 
about the Nile civ ilization of 
which 'rutankhamen was the 
boy king for a short while. 


The miitnmy was enclo sed 
in a so lid go ld co ffin, which 
was itself enclo sed in two 
o uter shells o f w o ik I . The 
three co ffins were inside an 
eno rmo us 
sarco phagus 
o f 
quart/, which was hidden in 
fo ur 
shells 
o f 
.sculptured 
granite. The pharao h’s head 
and sho ulders were masked 
with e II a in e I e d go ld, an 
enameled go ld necklace hung 
ro und his neck and a go ld 
belt was ro und his waist. 
The tomb itself had four 
rooms filled with a n c i e n t 
beds, chairs, alabaster ciqis 
and p lates, musical instru- 
m e n t s, religious sy mbols, 
weap ons 
and 
all 
the 
be- 
jeweled and gilt trap p ings of 
roy alty . 
Carter’s p ersistence in the 
search for the hidden tomb 
of Tutankhamen had resulted 
in one of the greatest arche­ 
ological finds in hi.sjory . He 
had begun looking for the 
tomb in 1907, and his dig­ 


gers sev eral times had come 
within y ards ot the buiied 
flight of stairs that led to 
the burial chamb<‘rs under 
many feet of desert sand. 
.After finding the s t e p s, 
Carter, a nativ e of Norfolk, 
England, 
telegrap hed 
h i s 
p atron, the Earl of (’arnar- 
v on, and waited for Carnar­ 
v on to come to Egy p t be­ 
fore 
breaking 
the 
tomb’s 
seal. 
( ’ariiarv o n sto o d b e h i n d 
Carter as the archeo lo gist 
first lo o ked inside. “ Is there 
any thing there'.’” I.o rd Car­ 
narv o n asked, and C a r t e r 
replied, “ There are marv els 
here.” 


On tlu‘ wall of the cry p t, 
the 
archeologist 
found 
a 


wiirmng carv c'd. It has been 
translated 
“ Death s h a l l 
c(*me on swilt wings to him 
who t o u c h e s I’haraoh’s 
tomb ” 
When Lord Carnarv on died 
the nex t y ear of an infected 
mo.stiuito bite -the “cur.se” 
of Tutankhamen b e c a m e 
news and legend. Of the 2(1 
Europ eans who entered the 
tomb, sev eral died suddenly 
and p rematurely , but most 
died after a normal mirnlKT 
of y ears. Carter him.self wa.s 
66 when he died, and .John 
Kinnaman, the last man to 
enter the tomb, died in Cali­ 
fornia in 1961 at the age of 
8 4. He was the la.st surv iv or. 
The treasures taken from 
“ King 'rut’s” tomb are now 
in the Cairo Mu.seum.

Backing of a federal tax cut by 
large group of leading industrialists has 
given^ more strength to this p rop osal from 
the Kennedy administration. For once, it 
ap p ears that both labor and industry hav e 
decided to forego some of the differences 
they hav e in the hop e of achiev ing at 
least a p art of their objectiv es. 
The administration cut is not ex actly 
what either labor or managment would 
hav e p rop osed but rep resents a p retty fair 
comp romise. It would reduce the coiq)orate 
income tax from 52 to 47 p er cent for a 
loss in gov ernment rev enue of $2.6 billion. 
Indiv idual income tax rates would be cut in 
all brackets with the largest reductions in 
the lower income area. Total loss of rev ­ 
enue to the gov ernment from indiv idual re­ 
ductions would be $11 billion. 
Business and industry would undoubt­ 
edly p refer more of the reduction on the 
side of corp orate inco-me but the cut p ro­ 


p osed will be of benefit. Also, it can be 
argued that the cut in indiv idual rates 
will be of assistance to industry by p ro­ 
v iding the .American p eop le with additional 
p urchasing p ower for the hard goods of our 
economy . 
It is easy to argue wdiether the econo­ 
my is giv en greatest assistance through 
increased p urchasing p ower or increased 
p rofits for cap ital inv estment but the ar­ 
gument can be one only of degrees. Cer­ 
tainly , both p urchasing p ower and av aila­ 
ble cap ital tunds are v ital ingredients of 
our sy stem. 
Those who entertain deficit sp ending 
fears should remember that the deficit can 
be wip ed out, if it ev er is. only by a 
healthy economy . The p urp ose of the tax 
cut is to give a healthy glow' to the source 
of funds, p ersonal and corp orate income, 
from which any deficit p ay ment m u s t 
come.
